he won his second Congressional 
Medal for "eminent and conspicu- 
ous conduct" nt Vera Cruz. 


In citing him for "extraordinary 


heroism," Josephus Daniels, who 
was then secretary of the Navy, 
"recorded that McCloy led a flo- 
tilla of three picket launches, 
which 
mounted 
one-pounders, 


'along the sea front of Vera Crux 
In front of the Naval School and 
Custom House. The launches drew 
the combined fire of the Mexicans 
in that vicinity and thus enabled 
the cruisers to shell them out tem- 
porarily and save our men on 
shore. 


"The conduct of Chief Boatswain 


McCloy was eminent and conspicu- 
ous, and although shot through the 
thigh during this fire, he remained 
at his post as beachmaster for 48 
hours until sent to a hospital 
ship," the citation added. 


In North S« I'ulrol 


On November 1). 1920. the Navy 


Cross was awarded to McCloy for 
distinguished service as lieutenant 
commander nf the U. S. S. Curlew, 
a minesweeper operating in the 
North SOB. 


He wore three over Navy deco- 


rations, one for service in the West 
Indies campaign, one for the Phil- 
ippines and another for China. The 
State of New York, in recognition 
of his valor, also presented a medal 
to him. In charge of a Navy tug 
in 189S he had saved two men 
from drowning and had rescued 
the entire crow of a schooner in 
a hurricane off the Florida kevs.

The War Today

I have received a letter from 


an old friend, Col. Bernard La- 
Porte, now a member of the 
French delegation to the United 
Rations security conference 
at 


San Francisco, and perhaps you 
will be interested in my purely 
wrsonal reply: 


"My Dear LaPortc: 
"It's grand to see France back 


on her feet and playj/ig her part 
n this historic conference which 
means so much to humanity. It 
must be a vast satisfaction to you 
o be serving your country in this 
capacity, after fighting for her in 
hose tragic days of the German 
Humph and then continuing the 
bitter struggle as an exile in the 
ranks of the unconquerable de 
Gaulle. And It's gratifying to your 
riends, who also are France's 
riends, .that things have worked 
out so well. 


"What makes me particularly 


lappy, Bernard, is to see Presi- 
dent Truman extend, and Gen- 
eral do Gaulle accept, an invita- 
lon to a conference between these 
wo statesmen. That meeting is 
jadiy needed, for things haven't 
>cen as happy as they ought to be 
JCtwecn La Belle France and 
some of her Allies. In raising this 
subject, I am, of course, speaking 
o an old friend. Let's sec. It's 
about 28 years since you and I 
irst met oil a 
battle-Held of 


Vorld War One in France. Since 
hen we've been pretty close. 


"The original differences 
be- 


wecn General de Gaulle and the 
Anglo-American team struck me 
as being partly due to a clash of 
tcrsonalities but very largely to 
mutual suspicions. Nasty things, 
suspicions! When I was in Lon- 
don in '42 It was said that some 
folk were afraid dc Gaulle had 
personal ambitions. And the gen- 
eral for his part was said to have 
air grounds for thinking an ef- 
ort was being made to smother 
him. 


"Out of this have grown 'In- 


cidents' and bitterness. I have the 
feeling that suspicions— most of 
which have little or no foundation 
— are the basis for most of the 
recent 
difficulties. France, still 


suffering from the terrible blow 
she sustained In the war, fears 
that she has lost her place in the 
councils of the mighty. Well, she 
hasn't lost her place, but one can 
regard her feelings with sym- 
jathetic understanding . . . 


"France has a mighty part to 


'lay in the regeneration of Eu- 
rope. We hope, by the way, that 
you folk out in San Francisco are 
forging a real peace. Don't let it 
get away from us this time as it 
did at Versailles, where you and 
I saw the.:present war get its 
start."

defeat last night In the confer- 
ence committee planning the pow- 
ers of a general assembly. They 
lacked a proposal that the assem- 
bly should have authority to re- 
quire reports and explanations 
from the security council of in 
decisions. The big powers opposed 
this and mustered a total of 16 
votes against it. This held' the af- 
firmative vote to 21, short of the 
two-thirds required for approval. 


The first step toward future 


regulation and eventual reduction 
of armaments was taken by the 
security council committee yes- 
terday. 


It unanimously approved a pro- 


vision stating that the security 
council should have "responsibility 
for formulating plans for the es- 
tablishment of a system of regula- 
tion of armaments" to be submit- 
ted to all United Nations mem- 
bers. 


Normally final agreement on de- 


tailed armament control would re- 
quire a special meeting compar- 
'ible to the Washington arms con- 
ference following the last war. 
However it Is unlikely that plans 
can be made for such control until 
after the end of the Japanese war 
allows 
readjustments 
of 
the 


world's military forces to peace- 
time conditions. 


An essential part of arms regu- 


lation, as contemplated here, will 
be provision of forces ready and 
able to smack down any future 
aggressor upon orders from the 
security council. In accepting the 
United Nations charter each mcni- 
xr state will obligate Itself to 
furnish planes, ships, troops, bases 
or other resources within its pow- 
er to make up these peace-keep- 
ng forces. 


Thus the United States would 


w expected to commit a part of 
ts Army, Navy and Air Force to

One of the most inspira- 
tional numbers of the program 
was the "All in the April Evening" 
and also another of the Fred 
Waring series, "Battle Hymn of 
the Republic" where the sound 
effects of various instruments was 
obtained by the two piano accom- 
paniment.

HOME-COMING 


When 65 big, silvery bombing planes rolled 


Into Bradley Field, in Connecticut, the other 
day, returning from Europe, it was a very 
human sight for a military outfit. Men ant 
dogs and equipment poured out in a stream 
There were hundreds of pilots and crewmen 
and German officers' swords and duffle bags 
and parachutes and coveralls and dress uni- 
forms, and enlisted men moving toward the 
Pacific. But the real sight was the way those 
thousand men behaved. A correspondent 
says: 


"They hugged their airplanes, kissed the 


ground, pounded each other on the back 
One little sergeant, dancing merrily under 
the wing of his plane, screamed, 'Get me 
home to Michigan or I'll go crazy!" His pal 
standing near by, said quietly: 'It's wonder- 
ful. Just wonderful—that's all'." 


The most touching thing about it was the 


kissing of the sacred soil of their own coun- 
try. It was a simple, instinctive act—not a 
formal ceremony. Many heroes have done it 
in many ages, from the time of the "much 
wandering Ulysses" of Greek tradition down 
to the present day. 


: 
LOST GERMANS 


Present-day Germans, between the ages o: 


22 and 30, are a lost generation, says Pastor 
Martin Niemoeller. The only hope for them 
he thinks, is "a long period of controlle< 
reeducation." And he thinks such an under 
taking should start with "a thorough policy 
of truth-telling about Nazi policies and prac 
flees." 


Never in history, perhaps-—and certainly 


never in modern history—has a grea 
national group been so indoctrinated with 
belief in "things that ain't so" as has the 
generation of young Germans that grcxv u| 
under the system of life and thought oper 
•ted by Adolf Hitler in Germany. Pastor 
Niemoeller thinks, however, that there is 
acme hope in applying sane and realistic in 
struction to Germans still under thc age ol 
22. 


Much can be learned from the great Hitler 


experiment in shaping human minds.- The 
most important of them is' to avoid Hitler's 
methods, and not teach "things that ain'i 
*o," or things which the common judgment 
of decent people for ages have known to be 
evil. 


THE JAP BALLOONS 


The Japanese are clever. There's no doub,. 


about that. But there are times when they're 
not quite clever enough, as any man who has 
fought them can testify. One of their weak- 
est points is their lack of understanding of 
American psychology. 


For some time now, apparently, they have 


been dispatching those small bailoons which 
carry bombs or incendiaries over the vast 
isolated reaches of our western states. The 
intention seems lo have been to cause some 
immediate, unexpected damage in the way 
of casualties and forest fires, and as a result 
to send our people into a frenzy of hysterical 
fear. 


Instead, the undirected balloons drifted 


casually to earth without inflicting any 
casualties, or causing damage enough to 
bother about. And the hysteria never did 
develop. On the contrary, although hundreds, 
in fact thousands, of people must have known 
of the landing of one or another, not a word 
has been spilled. Thc Japs slill don't know- 
where Ihey landed.

For one thinj; is certain In all the billions of 


words that have been spoken and written about 
this war, about the peace, about limited sovereignty; 
it is that nobody means to give up anything ex- 
cept the United Slates which is always ready lo 
Rive up too much. Countries are quarrcllinj; not 
over principles but over boundaries; they arc not 
CUided by the Atlantic Charter or the Four Free- 
doms or the conversations at San Francisco, but 
over the disposal of peoples and the accretions o[ 
territory. 


Russia would prefer Italy to become a satellite 


nation of the Soviet Region and has Togiiatti of 
the Third International in the Italian government 
to accomplish that end. Great Britain would like 
Italy to be a part of the "SterlinK Bloc" of nations 
tied to the British Region by economic associa- 
tions of self-interest.

This does not mean that the
